My name is Gniseppe Aliperti, M.D.

I have examined U.S. Patent 4,474,174 to Petruzzi. 

As part of my duties as a gastroenterologist, I am familiar with and use the 
endoscopic instruments of the type disclosed in the Petruzzi patent. 

The procedure for endoscopic visualization of the ampulla of Vater is usually 
performed on a conscious, but sedated patient. A fiberoptic endoscope is introduced by 
mouth and advanced through the upper GI tract until the second portion of the 
duodenum is reached. Under direct visualization using the endoscope the ampulla of 
Vater is located and inspected. A small catheter is then advanced out of the endoscope 
through the ampulla of Vater and into the pancreatic and biliary duct systems. 




As indicated in the following sketch, the catheter is advanced out of the 
endoscope in the same direction the camera of the endoscope is facing.

Direct visualization of the ampulla of Vater requires that the endoscope camera be 
pointing at the ampulla, in the same direction the catheter subsequently extends. The 
camera and the catheter both point perpendicularly from the side of the endoscope and 
are in the same plane. 

It would be impractical for the side of the endoscope which contains the camera to 
point in a direction different from the direction in which the catheter is subsequently 
extended (and thus be in a different plane). The whole point of direct visualization is to 
facilitate the accurate placement of the catheter in the ampulla of Vater.
